President’s Report 


At the time of writing this 
month's President's Report, I 
will have been in the 
Netherlands for two and a half 
weeks, by myself. That is to 
say without my husband or any 
other Australian influence. 
Surrounded by pure Dutch 
people, I have a wonderful 
opportunity to observe the 
Dutch in their own environment. 

Although I haven't been away as long as many of the 
club members, I have been away long enough to feel 
totally divorced from the country where I once lived, 
the country of which blood still runs through my veins. 
I sincerely enjoy being Dutch amongst the Dutch. 
Observing the Dutch, with the cultural knowledge and 
understanding that I have of people who live with so 
many in such a small country, is a fascinating pastime. 
And it occurred to me that the traditional Dutch 
migrant, who left the country maybe 50 years ago or 
more, would probably struggle to find familiar ground, 
struggle to feel a connection with the country that they 
once left to find a better future. 

I first came to Australia in 1986 so in the eyes of many 
I am still a newcomer to Australia however, I travel 
through the Netherlands in total fascination, in wonder 
and in amazement. 

How do they do it? How do the Dutch live together? 

Take the roads - incredible pieces of civil engineering. 
Thousands and thousands of, relatively, small cars 
move like ballet dancers on silken ribbons - that is, if 
they move. Roads flow over, under and next to each 
other connected by double roundabouts. Why is it that 
the traffic flows? How is it that cars can move so 
freely from one lane to another without causing road 
rage, without getting the finger from the driver 
following? Because the Dutch are excellent and 
considered drivers. With so many of them on the road, 
they, probably unconsciously, realise that discipline 
and courteousness are the tools for relatively smooth 
use of Dutch roads. (They do a lot of tailgating 
though!). 

About ten years ago merging "ritsen" was introduced 
and my goodness, does one "rits" on the roads here. 
But, it's not all peace and happiness on those 
excellently laid out roads in the Netherlands. 

Enter bicycles, ants on two wheels, Dictators on their 
iron horses - don't mess with a bicycle rider: even If 
the bicycle rider is in the wrong, it's the car driver's 
fault. In groups of three, six or fourteen they terrorize 
the bicycle paths and take priority before the visiting 
car driver can even give it to them. And if you think 
that you have sharing the road under control, think 
again as every "gemeente" has their own priority rules

for bicycle riders; it's a war out there with only one 
winner and always the same one: the bicycle. 

On a far happier note I observed what happens in a 
"bruin cafe". Apart from the fact that everyone talks to 
you, whether they are invited to do so or not, the beers 
are a third the price of what we would pay for a Belgian 
beer in Perth. That aside, at some stage, totally 
unexpected but so perfectly well timed, a platter with 
deep fried finger food is coming around for sharing, 
courtesy of management. "Vlammetjes", bitterballen, 
mini spring rolls and small dishes with a variety of dips. 
In other bars we visited, bowls with nuts and cheese 
crackers were placed in front of us - in the Netherlands 
having a drink in a bar is always happy "borrelen". 
Another observation I made was when I was walking 
on the dyke in Middleharnis. Mum and I were looking 
around for a chemist store (to buy dropjes), when two 
old ladies in front of us stopped to show us the nearest 
chemist shop. Mum thanked the ladies, yet I was muted 
from shock: the interference! Interference is such an 
accepted habit here. My suggestion to visitors to the 
Netherlands is to not talk too loudly as half a nation 
will address you with their unsolicited advice. 

All this of course is tongue in cheek with a grain of 
truth in it. 

I have now been in the Netherlands for two and a half 
weeks and I have another seven days to go before I will 
land in Perth. Sometimes I open my purse and touch my 
Australian money; other times I grab my key ring with 
house door- and Neerlandia's front door clubhouse key 
- a tangible proof that home and heart is in Perth, 
Australia. 

What is the point of my article? Apart from wanting to 
provide you with some light entertainment, the reason 
for this article is a remark once made to me by a 
(formerly) Dutch octogenarian. He told me that now 
that he was old and in the winter of his life, he had this 
inner drive to "go back to the cradle". I have never 
forgotten that and every now and again I remember his 
words. 

Back to the cradle. But the cradle has changed beyond 
recognition. This gentleman's cradle is made of 
memories, unfulfilled desires and long forgotten 
friends. Today's cradle is an overcrowded country with 
social morals, architecture and a community totally 
changed; the cradle now is a foreign country, which 
language is understood but life is not. 

Our cradle will be forever in the Netherlands yet for 
most of us our life is here, in Australia, the country of 
our choice - our cradle is made of sweet memories and 
a life that once was but that will never come again; we 
won't fit in our cradle any longer.

Hawk-eye goal line technology for Dutch Soccer! 

I watched the highlights of the match Feyenoord 
against NAC, in which the Hawk-eye goal line 
technology was used and all I say is: "Bring it on!" 
This system definitely takes a lot of doubt, frustration 
and controversy out of the game. 

The hawk-eye system warns the referee when the ball 
has crossed the goal-line in full. He gets those 
messages instantly via vibrations in his wristwatch and 
it does take the deliberation with the linesmen out of 
the decision. 

There were two important instances in the game. 

In the first instance the ball hit the crossbar, bounced 
down and backwards and then jumped back into the 
playing field. The ref looked at his watch and 
instantly declared: No goal. The subsequent hawk-eye 
video showed that only about 90% of the ball had gone 
over the goal-line. Even when watching the TV 
replays that was impossible to see. 

The second instance was another ball was saved on the 
goal-line by a defender. The ref this time declared a 
goal. The replay clearly showed that the whole ball 
had crossed the line. 

After the game the ref declared that he and his 
linesmen would have denied both goals due to doubt 
whether the whole ball had crossed the line or not.

Gevulde Koeken (Filled Almond Cakes) 

"Gevulde koeken" are the Dutch equivalent of 
the American chocolate chip cookie: if there's only 
one item to be sold, this will be the one. A favourite 
of many, it is often associated with ice skating, 
"gezellige" afternoons drinking tea with friends and 
in my particular case, with traveling by train. 
Practically each train station in the Netherlands has 

a small kiosk where 
you can buy 
cookies, magazines, 
coffee, and hot 
snacks. If the 
station is really 
small, most often 
you can still get a 
cup of coffee and a 
"Gevulde Koek". 
And if wherever 
you are getting on 
the train is so small 
you can't even find 
that, there will be a 
chance to buy a 

refreshment on the train itself. 

And I bet you that even that refreshment cart has 
"gevulde koeken." 

But back to the Dutch treat. "Gevulde Koek", or 
filled almond Cake, is a crumbly, buttery, tender 
dough with an almond filling. The a l mond 
decorating the cookie is a dead giveaway. First you 
taste the outside, then a sweet, slightly moist 
almond filling hits you and it's just heaven. 

Together with a hot cup of coffee, it is a 
combination that soothes travel irritations, whether 
you're going anywhere or not. 

Recipe for Gevulde koek 

For the dough: 

2 1/4 cup all-purpose flour 
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1/2 cup of sugar 

1 scant teaspoon of baking powder 
pinch of salt 

1 tablespoon of cold water 
1 3/4 stick of butter 

For the filling: 

1 cup of almond paste* 

*If you don't have access to canned almond paste, 
you can easily make your own with almond meal, 
adding 1/4 cup of sugar and three tablespoons of 
water to make it into a thick paste. 

2 tablespoons of sugar 

1 egg white 

2 tablespoons of water 

1 teaspoon of almond essence 

For brushing: 

1 egg yolk 
1 tablespoon of milk 
8 sliced or whole almonds 

Mix the dry ingredients and cut the butter into the 
dough, until it has the consistency of wet sand. Add 
a tablespoon of ice-cold water and knead the dough 
into a cohesive whole, making sure all the butter is 
well mixed in. Pat into an oval, cover with plastic 
film and refrigerate while you make the paste. Now 
crumble up the almond paste and beat it with the 
rest of the ingredients foamy and thick. If you think 
it's too runny, add a tablespoon of flour, but not 
more. 

Set your oven to 
350F (180C) and 
turn it on. Take the 
dough out of the 
fridge, cut it in half 
and roll one half 
out, to about 1/8 of 
an inch and cut out 
eight rounds. I use 
the canning ring for 
a wide mouth jar, 
it's approximately 
eight inches across. 
Roll the other half 
out and cut another 
eight rounds (or 
more of course!). Place one huge heaping teaspoon 
of almond paste mix in the middle of one cookie, 
place a second round on top and carefully seal the 
edges. You can do this with a fork or gently tapping 


it with your finger. 

When all are done, place them on a parchment lined 
baking sheet or on a silicone mat. Beat the egg yolk 
with the milk and brush the top of the cookies, then 
place an almond on top. Bake for about thirty 
minutes or until golden. 

Let them cool a litde bit and enjoy this typical 
Dutch treat.

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The Life of Dirk Hartog (1580 -1621) 


Hungry for Hartog - The Life of Dirk Hartog 
(1580-1621) 

Dirk Hartog was a 17 th century Dutch sailor, 
mariner and explorer. He was baptized on 30 
October 1580 in the Oude Kerk (Old Church) 
in Amsterdam, the Netherlands. Dirk was the 
second son and one of at least four children of 
mariner Hartych Krynen and his wife Griet 
Jans. 

At a time when Dutch spellings were not 
standardised, his name is sometimes 
alternatively used. Hartogszoon, Hartogsz, 
Hartoogs, Hatichs and Hertoghsz as his 
surname; and Dirck or Dirick as his first name. 
In several documents he signed his name as 
Dyrck Hartoochz. In Australian history, he has 
become known as Dirk Hartog. 

On 20 February 1611, in the Old Church, Dirk 
married with Calvinist forms 18-year-old 
Meynsgen Abels. They are not known to have 
had children. Born into a seafaring family, at 
the age of 30 he received his first ship's 
command, and spent several years engaged in 
successful trading ventures in the Baltic and 
Mediterranean seas. 

By 1615 Hartog had engaged on voyages to 
various European ports as the owner and 
skipper of a small trading vessel, the Dolphyn 
the (Dolphin). 

In 1616 Hartog gained employment for the 
Chamber of Amsterdam with the Dutch East 
India Company (VOC), and was appointed 
master of a ship (the Eendracht, meaning 



De Eendracht 


"Concord" or "Unity"), a 200 tonne vessel with 
32 guns and a crew of 200, in a fleet voyaging 
from Texel, the Netherlands, to the Dutch East 
Indies to trade in spices and other goods. Gillis 
Miebais was the upper-merchant. 

Hartogs expedition was the second European 
group to land on Australian soil but he was the 
first to leave behind an artefact to record his 
visit, the famous Hartog plate. 

It is the oldest known record of a landing by 
Europeans in Australia. This was a significant 
discovery of the unknown south land and it 
became a part of world maps at the time. 

Hartog's discovery had a major impact on world 
cartography. Although Willem Jansz had charted 
the west coast of Cape York Peninsula some ten 
years earlier, that land was generally regarded as 
an extension of New Guinea. After Hartog's 
discovery, the mythical continent known as 
Terra Australis Incognita (the Unknown South 
Land) was replaced on maps by a major 
landmass called't Landt van de Eendracht 
(the Land of the Eendracht ). Later discoveries 
extended charts of its coastline and the continent 
was later renamed Hollandia Nova (New 
Holland) by the Dutch, and Australia by the 
British. 

Dirk Hartog left the employ of the VOC upon 
his return to Amsterdam in 1617, resuming 
private trading ventures in the Baltic. Hartog 
skippered the Geluckige Leeu (Lucky Lion) on 
voyages to European ports. He died in 1621, in 
Amsterdam, and was buried on 11 October in 
the grounds of the Nieuwe Kerk (New Church). 
His remains were later removed to a communal 
grave field outside the city. In Amsterdam a 
street has been named in his honour, Dirk 
Hartogh Straat.

Meppel is a municipality and a city in the south-west of the 
province of Drenthe, near the border of Overijssel and home to 
more than 32,000 people. With its characteristic streets, canals and 
squares, the old town centre of Meppel provides a pleasant 
backdrop to a friendly shopping town. 

Its inland harbour developed in the 16th century as a transport and 
distribution centre for peat (turf). 


There used to be a lot of waterways in the town, but now only one large canal remains, although it is 
possible others will be re-opened. Meppel received city rights in 1644. It is also the oldest town in the 
province of Drenthe. 

People bom in Meppel are occasionally referred to as 'Meppeler Muggen'; freely translated this means 
"Meppel Mosquitos". This is due to a traditional folk tale. The people of Meppel thought the church tower 
was on fire. After closer inspection it was only a thick swarm of mosquitos around the tower. 


History of the Windmill "De Weert" 

Meppel once had 20 working Windmills. The Windmill "De Weert" is one 
of two survivors. The predecessor of the current mill was built in 1807. 
This mill was known as the "Eekmolen" and it was used as a bark mill in 
the tanning industry. It was also known as "De Reest", taking this name 
from the nearby river. 

The mill was a smock mill with a brick base and a stage around it. In 1862 
the mill was altered so that it also ground wheat and produced pearl barley. 
The mill was worked until 1935 and demolished in 1937, leaving only the 
base standing. The mill was in good condition at the time of demolition but 
was demolished on account of the high maintenance and insurance costs. 
The mill worked three pairs of millstones. 

In 1993, Meppel resident Henk Meijerink proposed that the mill should be 
rebuilt. The plan was supported by Giska Eisma, an architecture student 
from Zwolle. 

The idea was put to Alderman Jan Oldebesten, who agreed that it should be 
done. A new smock would be placed on the surviving brick base. The 
Schuilenberger Molen near Hellendoorn, Friesland was about to be 
demolished in 1994. It was decided to rebuild the Schuilenberger Molen in Meppel. The base was repaired 
and made suitable for the new smoc. 

On 8 July 1998, the smock was placed on the base. 

The appointed millwright was Johannes Kooistra from Sloten. The official opening was scheduled for 
summer 1998 but was postponed as Henk Meijerink died shortly before it due to take place. The mill was 
officially opened on 13 May 1999. The mill presently is used to train new millers. 



The Water Tower 



The original Meppel Water tower was 
designed by architect Halbertsma and built in 
1883 as pictured on the left. 

In 1955 the Tower was renovated as seen in 
the picture on the right. 

It is 40 metres high and held 230 cubic 
metres of water. 

In 2004 it was sold to the city of Meppel and 
it was soon declared a historic building. 
Presently it is used as an Information Centre 
and it houses a cafeteria.

Meppelertoren (Tower) and the Maria Kerk (Church) 

The Meppelen Tower seems part of the Mariakerk (main church of Meppel) but 
this is not quite true. It is a separate building to the church. 

They started building the Mariakerk in the year 1422. The building of the Tower 
commenced in the 15th century, well after they started to built the church. 

In the middle ages it was not unusual that the tower was not build at the same 
time as the church itself. 

The fact that the tower is a different part of the building had been confirmed in 
1864. In that year, to reduce the cost of maintenance, the tower itself was sold to 
the Reformed municipality for the symbolic amount of 1 guilder. This separated 
it for sure from the main building of the Mariakerk. 

Right at that time the city of Meppel became an independent church society and 
therefore constructed their own parish church. In 1459 the church choir was 
blessed by the Bishop of Utrecht and in 1504 the last altar was placed at its 
present spot. A funny story is the fact that in 1775 the Mariakerk had to be increased, because it had no 
space left anymore to bury the rich inside the church walls. This development was finished in 1780 and 
right at that time Napoleon forbid to bury the dead inside churches. So all the extensions were made for 
nothing and a waste of time and money. 

Shopping 

Meppel with its characteristic streets, canals and squares is an ideal 
atmospheric shopping experience. 

De "Keijserstroom" and "De Swaenenborgh" are modern shopping 
centres and there are lots of boutiques to be found around the town 
Markets are held on the Kerkplein and "De Wheem".
